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pajnnent of tuition fees and hostel fees. In addition, scho- 
larships of the value of Rs. 5,537 were awarded during the 
year under report to poor and deserving students. Twenty- 
one students were sent outside the State for higher studies, 
and granted stipends. The receipts from fees during the 
year were Rs. 1,706. 

Finance . — Appendix 16 gives the expenditure incurred 
by G-overnnient, Municipalities and District Boards during 
the year. The total expenditure was Rs. 7,80,659 (Rs. 
6,16,573 in 1943-44). The expenditure on the S.E. College 
rose from Rs. 59,283 to Rs. 68,071 during the year under 
report. This was largely due to the revision of salaries 
sanctioned during 1944-45, 





CHAPTER Xni 

PUBLIC HEALTH AND MKDKjAL. 

Personnel . — Tho Dopurt.niftati is a<{Tniril.si.ftr«j<l itivlor 
the control of tbe Miuisfeor for Education & Health by 
Chief Medical Officer assisted by 2 (Ivil Surgeons, 8 Assistant 
Burgeons and 24 Sub-Assistant Surgeons. A new dispen- 
sary was opcn(‘d at Uch Sharif. It has not Iw'on possible 
to open any other new dispensaries anrl lir>Hpita1s owing to 
lack of ponsonnel due to the war. The number of hospitals 
and dispensaries at the close of tlio }'car was 37 (30 in 1943- 
44). The particulars are given in Appendix 17. The work 
done in each ho.spital and dispensary in respect of tlio 
treatment of outdoor and indoor patients and surgical opera- 
tions, etc., is given in Appendix 18. Eight Civil hospitals 
are under the charge of Assistant Hurgeons and the remain- 
der under Bub-Assistant Burgeons or senior compounders. 
The total number ol outdoor and indoor patients treatetl 
during the year was 1,121,991 and 68,363 respectively 
(980,552 an<l 52,483 in 1943-44). The number of major 
and minor surgml operations was 14,148. The total 
expenditure incurre.d was Its. 3,74,457 (Rs. 2,41,127 in 
1043-44). Of this tho BUto Budget met Rs. 2,28,281 
(Us. 1,05,150 in 1043-44,) and the balance was distributed 
between the Municipal Committees, District Boards and 
the Notified area Committees. Due to heavy rains in 
August and Beptomber 1944, there, was a severe outbreak 
of malaria which was very difficult to treat owing 
to tho shortage of quinine. Chi ac, count of its control 
by the Government of India, only 75 lbs. of quinine 
against a demand of 300 lbs. was .supplied to the 
State to cover all its requirements for the year. Foi-tnnately, 
mepaorine became available in Soptemboj* 1944 and a num- 
ber of compoundom with supplies of these tablets wore sent 
to the affected areas. 

At the end of August some cases of Cholera o(;curred 
in the State. Vigorous .sanitai’y measures and free mass 
inoculation oontrolled the outbroak which did not spread. 

Tho War has adversely affected the Department by 
rendering it impossible for tho new buildings requhed for 
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liospitiils afc various places to be constructed and tbe build- 
dings proposed have had to be postponed until supplies 
become available. 

B. V. The hospital was under the direct 

supervision of the Civil Surgeon with one Assistant Surgeon 
and 2 Sub-Assistant Surgeons. A separate ward to accom- 
modate 10 T.B. cases is being erected and an anti-tuber- 
culosis clinic has been approved. The number of in-patients 
treated was 10,669 (9,019 in 1943-44) and the number of out- 
door patients was 132,054 (123,663 in 1943-44). 1,407 
operations were performed during the year under report 
(1,086 in 1943-44). 

Public HeaUh. — A whole time officer has been appointed 
as Assistant Director of Public Health to make survey of 
what is necessary to improve the sanitation of the State. 
He is consequently equipping a Central Laboratory for 
Chemical, Medico-Legal and Food analysis work. 

Jubilee Fetmle HospUal. — A Lady Doctor licentiate 
joined this hospital in December 1944. Tiie number of 
in-patients and out-patients treated at the hospital during 
the year under report was 6,060 and 45,185 respectively 
(5,047 and 3 j, 442 in 1943-44). 

Vaccination. — No change occurred in the management 
and staff. There was no serious outbreak of small-pox. 

General. — .The ^ State Medical Service requires urgent 
expansion, but owing to the War the Department has to 
carry on with the present inadequate staff, until after the 
war- It is not a question of funds, but of lack of medicines, 
material and personnel. 



CHAPTER XIV 

Municipal and DistpvIct Board Administration. 

(«) Municipalities^ 

Municipal Adminirttration has cxiated in Bahawalpur 
State in one form or another for a long time a,s may be 
inferred from certain of the older treaties wth the Hon’ble 
the East India Company in which there is roferonco to the 
right of the State to levy octroi <liitie3. Tho first hyo4aws 
for the administration of the octroi date back to 1873. 
In 1903, the first Municipal Act was framed which, with 
modifications has liontinucd in force up to and including the 
year 1942-43. Under this Act, a General Oomiiiittee was 
appointed of which IBs Highness tho Nawab Ruler Baluidur 
was the Chairman (Sadr-i-Anjuman) and Sub-Committees 
were prescrilwMl for the principal towns. The octroi as 
recovered was credited into a Central Ftmd from which 
grants were made to the district towns for the principal 
municipal pur[)Oses. In 1935, the Act was revised and. an 
increased recognition was given to the loeal Sub-Committees. 
Under this Act, His Highness continued to be tlic Bresidont 
of all the Municipalities, the actual administration being 
controlled by tho Minisfcer-in-Cliarge. The system of separate 
budgets • was prescribed but large contributions were 
made from the richer niunicipalties to the Central Fund. 
On the 1ft March 1943, the new Municipal and District 
Boards Acts came into force, a result of these Acts, 
10 of the smaller Mimicipalities were abolished and their 
areas made over to the new District Boards. The 16 muni- 
cipal Towns which remained enjoyed the benefit of munici- 
pal management under the new Act which provides for a 
complete separation of tho Municipal finances and gives 
increased powers to the local committees of which they are 
beginning to avail themselves. 

The Direction Charge budget is limited to a maximum 
of 10 per cent, from which Municipal services of common 
interest to all Munioipaltiea are raianced. 

Both tho Miaucipal and District Boards Acts provide 
ultimately for deebed majorities. 
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The opening balance of the non-colony or proprietory 
IVIimicipal Committees on the 1st April, 1944 wasRs. 8,15,832. 
Receipts during the year, mainly derived from octroi (86 
per cent, of gross income) amounted to Rs. 12,52,162 
(Rs. 10,72,884-7-3 in 1943-44) against which a total expen- 
diture of Rs. 13,76,264 inclusive of Rs. 4,17,000 invested in 
Government securities was incurred (Rs. 6,26,302-15-10 in 
1943-44). 

The closing balance on the 1st April 1945 was thus 
Rs. 6,01,731, which does not include Rs. 4,17,000 invested 
during the year in Defence Bonds in the name of ^e Muni- 
cipal Committees concerned and in order to provide funds 
for Post-War Development when materials again become 
available. 

The contribution made by the Municipal Committees to 
tho Direction charge budget realised Rs. 1,26,681 out of 
which an expenditure of Rs. 45,184 was incurred. 

Owing to the absence of suitable personnel the building 
lip of Municipal services, particularly the Engineering 
Branch, made little progress during the year and the ex- 
penditure out of the direction budget was principally in- 
curred on the maintenance of the Headquarters office in 
the Local Government Branch. 

As in previous yeaars, the main expenditure incurred 
by the Municipalities has been incurred on the payment of 
the Municipal staff, on hospitals, and schools situated with- 
in Municipal limits, on the improvement of roads, street 
lighting, scavenging and sanitation. With the substantial 
separate baianccs which are now being accumulated by most 
of the municipal committees a considerable expanidon of 
local amenities becomes possible. jSfo change occurred during 
the year in the service conditions of the municipal employees 
apart from the introduction of the time scales and a general 
improvement in salaries. Municipal servants continued to 
be regarded as State Servants and to be governed by the 
State Civil Service Regulations. The building up gradually 
of Municipal services, includirg Engineering and Publio 
Health Departments, both from the funds of municipalities 
and from the Direction budget now depends mainly on the 
availability of suitable employees for the purpose. 

(6) Hotipieo Abba CoitMiTTEEs. 

An acoount of the Bahawalnagar Municipal Committee 
‘ and of the ^ Notified Area Committees, which are all 



situated witliiil the Colony area of the Rtate is contained in 
Chapter V of this Report under Colony Administration. 
The total income derived by these C!ominifcfce<{s rose from 
Rs. 4,91,513 in the year 1943-44 to Rs. 5,15,783 during the 
year under report. Similarly there wan an in(;restse in ex- 
penditure i.e., from Rs. 2,33,765 in 1943-44 to Rs. 2,90,772 
during the year under report. Bearing in mind the high 
prices and shortage of material and labour the Committees 
are following the wise policy of building up substantial 
reserves to tinance their Post-War Develoimient tiehemos. 

Town Planning , — The Town Plan prepared for Baha- 
walpur city and the |)artial plans prepared for the Rahhnyar 
Khan and Khanpur towns were published last yeiw. Owing 
to lack of personnel no appreciable further development 
could be mad© in the Towi Planning Sc, hemes. 

The areas for the Central Hospital, Bahawalpur, aufl 
the new Central Jail moasui’ing about 65 acres were acquired 
at a cost of Bs. 92,000. 

The themes for the establishment of raandis at Khan- 
pur and Rahimyar Khan have been worked out. 

(c) District Boards. 

As stated in the last year s report, District Boards were 
established in both Districts of the Sutc from 1st April, 
1943. The membership of these bodies at present is by no- 
mination but the elective principle will be adopted in 
duo course as provided in the District Boaid.s Act- 

The number of official members including the Chair- 
man is six in each Board and there are 22 and 20 non- 
official members in the Baliawalpur and Rahimyar Khan 
District Boards respe^stively. The Vice-Chairman in each 
case is a non-official member. Two meetings of the District 
Board, Bahawalpur, were held during the year under report, 
one at Bahawalpur and the other at Bivhawalnagar while 
the Rahimyar Khan District Board held four meetings. 
With the contemplated appointment of Secretaries and 
other staff for the Boards, it is hoped that meetings will 
be held more frequently.

CHAPTER XV 

Publicity and National War Front. 

PuhUcUy Dcpartmetit. — The antlvilios of tlio IK^part- 
ment were concentTatcd mainly on War puLlir.ity. 'riio 
bi-weekly Islah, tJie weekly Butlej and tke weekly AI-Aziz 
continuecl to be piiblinbed regularly tlirougliout the yoiir. 
In addition, War bulletins were publiske<l weekly on bebalf 
of the War Publicity Board. A monthly news-letter was 
regularly sent up to the Residency for publication in tho 
Fauji jikhbar for tho general interest and information of 
the Bahawalpur State Forces sorving in various theatres 
of War, 

During tho year an expenditure of Rs. 9,025 was in- 
curred on publicity {Rs. 7,210 in 194.3-44). 

The National War Front. — The departmental activities 
continued as before. In addition, propaganda for recruit- 
ment for the Technical Training Scheme was undertaken 
and about 80 candidates were sent to various training 
centres in the Punjab. 

The distribution of propaganda literature on the 
National War Front and tho National Saving Scheme 
received &om the Government of India was carried out 
systematically. 

The expenditure on the National War Front organiza- 
tion during tho year was Rs. 11,918. 
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CHAPTER XVI 

MISCELLANEOUS. 


(a) Legislation. 

Laws in the State are usually framed on the 
lines of the Acts as sanctioned by the Central or the 
Punjab Government, Most of the British Indian Acts 
have been adopted in the State with slight modifications 
to suit local conditions. The State tries to keep abreast of 
the legislation in British India. With this end in view new 
le^slative measures of British India are periodically exa- 
mined and those Acts which are considered relevant or useful 
are adopted with suitable local modifications. 

During the year under report, the Bahawalpur Holi- 
days Act, 1945, was pa^ed.

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(i) Btihhomalfuri Certificate Board. 

The Board comprises of five members and a Secrebary, 
the President being the Minister for Education and Health.

CHAPTER XVH 

ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT. 

Up to 1st November 1942, there were two Aocountanta- 
Geneocal, but with effeot from that diite the two offices were 
amalgamated under the Accountant-General Development 
who is a lent officer of the Indian Audit and Accounts service. 
A considerable economy in office expenditure as well as other 
advantages to the State have resulted from this cliange. 
The Aecounts Department is responsible for pre-audit 
of all State and Development expenrlitore and for the 
emnpilation of State and Development Accounts. It also 
carries out the local audit of the accounts of the State De- 
partments at Bahawalpur. The local audit of the State 
Municipalities, Devtioimient Notified Area Committees 
and Colony Accounts has ako been imdertaken. 

FimiiiGe , — The total capital expenditure incurred on 
the Sutlej Valley Project up to Slst March 1036, when the 
debt to the Government of India was funded, was Rs. 
13,68,64,319. Of this Rs, 1,2,*>,18,000 was obtained from 
the surplus revenues of the State, Its. 32,51,541 was met 
fix)ra revenue and the balance Rs. 1 9,10,94,778 was borrowed 
from the Government of India. Since 1936 up to 31 st March 
1945, a further capital exiiendituro of Rs. 36,59,524 \vas 
incurred all of which has been charged to the revenue account. 
The total capital cost actually expended to date, is thus 
over Bs, 14 crores. Under the 1930 Agreement, a sum of 
rupees two crores has to be credited to the Government 
of India out of the sale proceeds of lands sold after Ist 
October 1936, and 50 annual scheduled instalments ranging 
from Bs. 16 lakhs to Rs. 55 lakhs ending 1986 are also 
payable. The total amount of the payments thus to be 
made in the course of 50 years on ac<munt.of the re-payment 
of the loan and interest including rupees two crores from 
land sales comes to Rs. 28*05 crores according to the agreed 
re-paynient programme of which Rs. 11*08 erores has been 
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credited during tlie last eight years as per statement

The 
State Development Department under the 1936 Agreement 
deducts 10 per cent of the surplus receipts before payment 
of the sohediilod instalments and this anioimt is credited in 
the State Budget. In order to show the total receipts of 
the State Budget and of the State Development Budget the 
10 per cent surplus is deducted in the appendices from the 
combined total receipts in order to arrive at the net receipts 
of the State. Appendix 26 shows the debt position as on 
31st March 1944 and at the end of the year under report. 
Payments during the year in reduction of the debt totalled

CHAPTER XVni 

POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION. 

A Post-War Reconstruction Committee was formed in 
November, 1944, witt'the Prime Minister as President and 
SaHbzada Walialiad SaMb Babadur, tbe members of tbo 
Jvabina, tbe Chief Engineer, tbe General Ofi&cer Command- 
ing and the Accountant-General as members. 

One hundred schemes for the Post-War Reconstruction 
Plan were prepared on a five-year plan basis and submitted 
to the Hon’blc the Resident for the Pimjah States in Feb- 
ruary 1946. These schemes which include productive and 
unproductive works cover all branches of the State acti- 
vities in the Post-War period such as extension of the 
irrigation system and the opening up of new lands, land 
drainage, agricultural reforms, seed supjilies depots, roads, 
civil and veterinary hospitals, extensions and improvement 
of odiicational institutions, model town schemes, construc- 
tion of buildings, extension of State Railways, water and 
electric supply to towns, motor transport, aiforestation, 
establishment of major and minor industries, eto. 

T’hc capital cost of the schemes is estimated at Rs. 4 
crores and the recurring cost at the end of the five-year 
period at Rs. 90 lakhs. 

Apart from meeting other requirements, the Plan 
should provide a good deal of emplo 3 uneut for demobilised 
personnel and other skilled and unskilled men. 

A Reserve Fund with an annual instalment of Rs. 16 
lakhs was sanctioned during the year to meet part of the 
cost of these schemes. 

Tephiical Trainving This is a new scheme and 

was iaaugtimted in the State in February, 1944. N&«ty- 
foux recruits were sent out for teohnical tminiag dnripg the 
year to the Various Technical Repots in the 'Fuhjab.

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CHAPTER i 

INTRODUCTORY 

Tlic StJiLc of Baliawalpur extends along the left bank 
of the Hublcj river for about 260 miles and thence along 
the left bank of the Indus up to the border of the Sukkur 
District of Bind. The State adjoins five districts of the 
Punjabj the Sukkur District of Sind and the States of Jai- 
salmcr and Bikaner and comprises a long strip of territory 
320 miles in length with an average width of 50 miles run- 
ning from north-west to iioTth-ea.st. It lies between 27®, 
42® and 30°, 25® north latitude and 69®, 31° and 74® 1° 
east longitude. The average rainfall varies from about 
seven inches in the north-east to three inches in the extreme 
south west ; in ordinary years cultivation involves irriga- 
tion. The total area oi* the State is approximately 20,000 
square miles of which 6,700 square miles fall in the agj’i- 
cultural zone and the rest comprifio the Cholistafi in which 
cultivation is seldom possible and there is only a sparse 
and nomadic population of graziers to be found. 

Population. — Tha population of the Sfcito at the end 
of the year imdor report was about 15 lakhs; according 
to the 1941 Census it was 13,41,000 (9,84,600 m 1931 and 
7,81,000 in 1921). The rapid increase is due to the deve- 
lopment of woir-coiitroUeti irrigation as a result of the 
Sutlej Valley Project and to the oonsecjucntiai large-scale 
immigration of colonists principally from the Pimjab. 
The population ( in 1941) distributed according to the 
principal religions was as xmdor : —

Of the total population 10 per cent, live in towns with 
a population of 2,500 and above. There are 22 urban 
areas with a total population (1941 Census) of 137,440, 
Mostly zemindars live in or near their lands and the average 
density of the population over the cultivable area of the 
State works out at 200 per square mile. 
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Physical Features . — The State oona prises a flat alluvial 
plain merging in the desert as the land recedes ■from the 
rivers and ■where water cannot he brought. It is devoid 
of all hills and streams except the pools and backwaters 
of the three of the great rivers of the Punjab ; it is divided 
lengthwise into three strips of which the first is part of the 
Great Indian Desert known as Rohi or Cholistan, ' the 
central tract is chiefly desert incapable of cultivation 
without irrigation and identical with the Bar Uplands of 
the Western Punjab and the third is a fertile alluvial tract 
separated by a dei^ression known as tho Hakra which at 
one time carried the waters of a largo river. 

Languages , — The chief language spoken is Bahawal- 
puri which is identical with Multani Jatki or Western 
Punjabi. The oflicial language in which business is carried 
on is Hindustani (Urdu). 

His Highness the Nawah Ruler . — His Highness is tho 
only son of His Highness tho late Nawab Mohammad 
Bahawal Klian Bahadur Abbasi V and was born in 1904 
and succeeded his late father in 1907. He received his 
education at tho Aitoliison Chiefs’ College, Lahore, 
from 1915 — 20 and later on administrative training 
as well as a course of military instruction at Quetta. In 
1911 he attended the Coronation Darbar and, at the age 
of eight, commamled liis State Imperial Service Camel 
Corps which marched past tho saluting base where His 
late Imperial Majesty King George V took the salute at 
an Imperial review. Prom 1912 — 14 His Highness was in 
England. In 1922 he received the honorary rank of 
Lieutenant and was attached to 21st King George’s Own 
Central India Horse. At the ■visit of His Royal High n ess 
the Prince of Wales to India His Highness had the honour 
of being attached to His Royal Highness’ suite as an A.D.C. 
The dignity of the K.C.V.O. was in that year conferred. 
In 1924 he was made a Captain. He was invested with 
full ruling pow^ers in March 1924. In 192fi the Knighthood 
of the Star of India (K.C.S.I.) was conferred, and in 1931 
at Buckingham Palace, His Highness received from His 
imperial ]®ijesty the dignity of the G.0.LE/ . In'’ 1933 he 
was promoted to the rank of Major and in 1940 W that of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. In 1941 he received the insignia of 
the G.C,S.I. In ,1930, after the Quetta j^rthquak®? he 
, Ahowed his deep sympathy fpt tlie snfieters by personally 
- attending at the Here J^Eway, StatibriL 49. of. the 



Special Refugee Trains. In recognition, Their Excellencies 
liord Willingdon, the then Viceroy, and Lady Willingdon, 
■while on their way to Quetta broke their journey at Dera 
Nawab Sahib and paid a short visit to thank him personally 
for his assistance. In the same year, attended by a large 
retinue, His Highness undertook the Journey to Hedjaz to 
perform the HaJ and thus fulfil both a sacred duty and a 
pious tradition. His further travels during the years of 
tho present war ■will be referred to in a later Chapter deal- 
ing with the War Effort of the State. 

In the field of administration His Highness, apart 
from exercising control over every branch, holds himself 
the two portfoH^os of Army and Tasrifat including the Palace 
Division. Consistent with the main^fcenance intact of the 
political identity, administrative independence and sove- 
reign status of the Sta-fce, His Highness is a confirmed 
supporter of the cause of an Ail-In^a Federation as en- 
visaged in the Act of 1935 and further elucidated lu the 
discussions which were in progress from 1937 till the out- 
break of the present War. His Highness is u Member of 
tho Standing Committee of the Chamber of Princes and as 
such has taken a keen interest in all tho deliberations which 
have foecai taken place and in all the discussions and 
negotiations both during and since the Second Great War. 
In the field of local administration Plis Highness has con- 
centrated liis attention on the War Effort of the State and 
on securing improved administrative standards in the 
State {vide also Chapter II under Important Events of the 
years and Chapter III). 



CHAPTER O 

GENERAL AND POLITICAL 

Historical Sketch . — Tlio Ruling Eamilj of Balia wulpur 
belong to the Abba?;! clan and are directly descended from 
Hazrat Abbas from wboin His Higbnoss is sixtieth in 
descent and from the Abbasido Caliphs of Baghdad who, 
after the dismemberment of the Khilafat in Baghdad, as 
a result of the Mongol invasion, joined the Mamelukes in 
Egypt where they enjoyed a very influential position. In 
1370 A.D. Amir Sultan Alimad II emigrated to Sind, and, 
by force of arms, annexed a considerable territory. In 
the course of time the family gradually moved north, losing 
much of the Sind territory and finally settled down at 
Dora war and in the vicinity of the present city of Bahawal- 
pur which was selected owing to its central position with 
relation to tno various territories which had been aciluired 
by the then rulers. The rulers of Bahawalpur first owed 
allegiance to Afghanistan but assumed independence on 
the fall of the Durrani Bminrc which followed the expul- 
sion of Shah Shiija from Kabul. In 1833 Bahawalpur 
was visited by Mr. Elphinsbone then on his way to Kabul, 
and in the same year, at the instance of the British Govern- 
ment, a treaty was negotiated which was further streng- 
tlioned by a subsequent treaty in 1838 which declared that 
“there should be perpetual friendship alliance and unity 
of interests between bho Hon’blc East India Company and 
Nawab Bahawal Khan III and his heirs and the friends 
and enemies of one party shall bo the friends and enemies 
of both parties.” Both treaties recognized the Nawab 
and his heirs as absolute rulers of their country. The 
treaties, as well as a number of other agreements, also 
regulated the traffic on the Indus and fixed the tolls to be 
charged by the State. On all subsequent occasions the 
rulers of &ihawalpur have demonstrated by their acts the 
depth of the loyalty felt and ^affirmed in these treaties. 
Much assistance was rendered during tiic first Afghan 
War in 1838 for which the then Nawab received the grant 
of the districts of Sabzal Kob and Bhung and again during 
the Multan Campaign in 1848 when the wholehearted co- 
operation of the Bahawalpur State Forces in the operations 
against Mui Raj was recognized by the grant by Lord 
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Daliiousie of a life peasion to tlien I’uJer of rupees one 
lakli per annum. Mucli assistance was also rendered during 
tlie Mutiny in l<?57-68 and during the second A%han War 
in 1878 when His Highness Hawah Sir Sadiq Muhammad 
Ivhan Abbasi IV received the honour of the G.C.S.I. 
Previously in 1868 the rnlear of Bahawalpiir was granted a 
IDcrnianent salute of 17 guns. His Highness the then 
Nawab^ also olfered aid in Egypt, during the Terah Cam- 
paign, in Somaliland, in connection with the Tibet Mission, 
and in the Frontier operations against the Mohmand and 
Zakkakhel tribes in 1908. Immediately on the oixt break 
of the Great War in 1914, the Darbar, on belialf of His 
Highness who was then a minor, offered all the State Troops 
for service abroad. Half of tho escort of the Bahawalpiir 
Camel Corps was accepted and sent to Egypt and later the 
other half was sent to Basra. 

An, event of outstanding important to the State, which 
occurred dming tho minority of the present ruler, was the 
sanction convoyed by the Secretary of State for India in 
1921 to the Sutlej Valley Project which provides weir- 
controlled irrigation in Baliawalpur State from tliree weirs 
situated at Suleraanke, Islam and the Paiijnad. 

Tho Sutlej Valley Project was constructed during the 
years 1922 — 33. It is not necessary to give an account of 
the long discussions to which this great project inevitably 
gave rise both before, during and subsequent to its com- 
pletion or to state the representations which from time 
to time have boon j)ut forward by the State. 

The Project falls into four iiatmnl groups and is 
designed to provide perennial mid non-porennial weir- 
GontroUed irrigation from the Ferozepore, Suleimanko, 
Islam and Panjnad Headworks. Tho total expenditure 
on the project up to the end of the year 1932-33 amounted 
to Bs. 33 ’*3 1 orores. The total area to be irrigated is 

5.108.000 acres or nearly 8,000 square miles. Of this 

2.076.000 acres are perennial and 3,033,000 acres are non- 
perennial irrigation. Of tho total area, 2,825,000 acres 
are in Bahawalpiir State territory, 1,942,000 are in British 
territory and 341,009 in Bikaner State. 

The irrigation under the Panjnad Weir in the Rahimyar 
IChan District is secure as the weir is situated below the 
junction of the Sutlej and Ghenab rivers and there is gene- 
rally sulhoient water for the designed capacity of the canals. 
Such, however, is often not the case in respect of the water

titore are clironic complaints of shortage of water particu- 
larly during tlio early kbarif season and the sowing and 
ripening periods of the rabi. hfonethelcss in years of fairly 
adequate supplies in the Sutlej river, and with the high 
rates of agricultural produce now ruling, great new wealth 
and prosperity is being created in the State a fact which 
will bo readily appreciated by contrasting the figures given 
below of the land revenue and crop value in the year 1924- 
25, i.c., shortly before the starting of woir-controllod

Tlius the combined land and irrigation revenue of the 
State lias increased during the last 21 years by Rs. 91 lakhs 
or by 238 per cent. As compared with the figures of 1943-44 
there has been an increase of Rs. 1*52 lakhs in the combined 
revenue and irrigation receipts and an estimated increase 
of Rs. 51*50 lakhs in the value of the principal crops. 

lm'porta7it Events of the Year. — The most important 
e\'cnf of the your under report was the auspicious marriage 
of Waliahad Idahib Bahadur of Bahawalpur State which was 
celebrated at Sadiq Garb Palace with much splendour on 
the 22nd of March, 1946. This happy event was all the 
more felicitous because in the last tlnee generations it was 
the first occasion on which a Ruler of the State liad the 
happiness to celebrate in his life time his heir-appai*ent’s 
marriage. Captain (now Major) Sahibzada Midiammad 
Abbas Abbasi Waliahad was married to the daughter of 
Alimartabat Major Shamsuddin Muhammad Qureishy, 
the Minister for Education and Health, .^ong the large 
number of guests. Ruling PrinoeB, Hobios of the Punjab 
aadN.rW.If.P -9 etc., who responded in person to the .invitation 
of 'His Highness, the Nawab Ruler Bahadur, the following 
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may be mentioned: — His Higliness the Nawab Sahib Ba- 
hadur Bhopal; His Highness the Maharaja Sahib Bahadur 
Kapurthala; His Highness the Raja Sahib Bahadur Farid- 
kot; His Highness the Raja Sahib Bahadur Suket; His High- 
ness the Hawab Sahib Loharu; the Hawab Sahib of Pataudi 
the Kawab Sahib of Mekran; the Jam Sahib of Ljisbela; the 
Hon’ble Malik Sir Fcroz Rhan Noon, Member of His Excel- 
lency the Viceroy’s Executive Council ; the Hon’ble Lt.-Col. 
Nawab Sir Malik Khizar Hayat Khan Tiwana, Prime Minis- 
ter, Punjab; the Honb’le Khan Bahadur Nawab Sir Muham- 
mgd Jamal Khan Leghari, Minister, Punjab; the Hon’ble 
Major Na%vab Ashiq Hussain, Minister, Punjab; the Hon’ble 
Mian Abdul Hayo, Minister, Punjab; the Hon’ble Brigadier 
Sir Hissamuddin, Army Member, Bliopid State; Nawab 
Makhdoom Sir Murid Husain; IHian Jiahadur Nawab Malik 
Sir Allah Bakhsh Tiwana; Khan Bahadur Malik Sir 
Mohammad Amin; Nawab Sir Muzatfar Ali Klian Qazilbash; 
Khan Bahadur Nawab Sir Liaq^t Hayat Khan ; Lt.-Col. 
Dr. Sir Ziaucldin Ahmed ; Nawab Sir Moliammad Yusuf; 
Khan Bahadur Dewan Sir Abdul Hamid; the Khan of 
Zaida; the Chief of Makhad; the Raja of Rahloo; and Prince 
Abdur Rahman Effendi. 

All the Hazrat Sahibs and the Sajjada Nashins of the 
sacred Khanqahs in and adjoining Baliawalpur State also 
graced the cereinouios by being present in person. On the 
occasion of the marriage His Higlmess the Nawab Ruler 
Bahadur announced the grant of War Allowances to all 
Government Servants drawing pay up to Rs, 750 p.m. JIo 
also announced his iatiention to open a Zamindara Resi- 
dential School for the education of the sons of the leading 
Zamindars, Military Officers and officials of the State. 

Another important event was the revision of the Postal 
Agreement of 1870. After a good deal of correspondence 
with the Government of India the Postal Agreement was 
revised and a new Agreement was sanctioned on 1st January 
1946 under which the system of free feanking of the State 
correspondence within the State was replaced by a more 
regular system of franking official correspondence within 
the State wdth Bahawalpnr State Service Stamps, 

On the 21st of November 1944, a Committee known as 
the Post War Policy Committee was appointed to consider 
Post-War Problems as affecting the State. The Committee 
nonsJats of the folio winff Members:— Cliairman. the Prime

!Minister, Members. Captain Sabibzada Waliabad Sahib 
Bahadur, the P.W. & Beveuue Minister, the Home Minister, 
the Minister for Education and Health, the Ifcister-in- 
Waiting, the Household Minister, the Chief Engineer, the 
General Officer Commanding, Bahawalpur State Forces, 
the Accountant General; and Secretary, the Secretary, Post- 
Wax Reconstruction. This Committee held two meetings 
in the year under review and approved the Five Crore Post- 
War Plan (1947-62) which was forwarded to the Residency 
for the information of the Government of India, in February 
1945. 

Four Meetings of the Constitutional Affairs Committee 
were held during the year presided over by the Prime 
Minister. 

In the First Meeting held on the 6th of April 1944 the 
Committee discussed the remaining recommendations on 
Internal Reforms embodied in para 63 of the original Re- 
port of the Drafting Committee of the Chamber of Princes. 
Tbe Committee resolved tliat the first stages of increased 
association of people with the Government should be 

{a) the holding of District Conferences; 

(6) the Constitution of certain Statutory Advisory 
Committees with nominated Members to begin 
with; 

(c) the publication of future legislative measures, 
other than an Ordinance or Firman Mubarak, in 
the State Gazette, for the purpose of eliciting 
public opinion, which, when received, should be 
scrutinised by a carefully selected Advisory Com- 
mittee of officials and non-officials. 

At the Second Meeting on the 16th May, 1944, the Poli- 
tical Secretary was asked to prepare Draft Rules for the 
convening of District Conferences for the consideration of 
the Committee. 

At the Third Meeting on the 28th October 1944, draft 
Rules for the holding of District Conferences were considered, 
and recommended for His Higliness the Hawab Ruler Baha- 
dur sanction. It was resolved that the following three 
Committees should also be set up in the State : — 

(1) A Statutory Advisory Committee for Education 
and Public Health, , \ 
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(2) A Statutory Advisory Committee for Agricultural 
Dcvelopmeul and Post-War Reconstruction. 

(3) A Statutory Advisory Committee for Muslim En- 
dowments (old, new and grant-in-aid). 

At tEe Fourth Meeting held on the 24ih November, 1944, 
the Prime Minister read out the Firman of His Highness the 
Nawab Ruler Bahadur*, sanctioning the District Conference 
Rules. The Draft Rulo.s for the Statutory Advisory Com- 
mittee for legislative matters were further discussed. 

On the 25tli April, 1944 a Meeting of the War Purposes 
Fund Committee was held under the Presidentship of His 
Highness the Nawab Ruler Bahadur. Tho Budget for the 
year 1944-45 was passed by tho Committee. In this Meeting 
besides raising the contributioii to H.E. the Viceroy’s War 
Purposes Fund from Rs. 25,000 to Rs. 2,50,000, other con- 
tributions amounting to Rs. 55,000 wore sanctioned for 
amenities to the Troops and for various Soldiers’ Beh'ef and 
Benevolent Funds. 

Acts . — A new Arms Act and Manual was drafted during 
the year and this was enforced in the State with effect from 
tho 1st April, 1945. 

The following British India Acts with the usual amend- 
ments to suit local conditions were also enforced during the 
year imder report: — 

The Punjab Pre-emption (amendment) Act I of 1944, 
the Epidemic Diseases (Punjab Amendment) Act III of 1944, 
the Colonization of Government Lands (Punjab Amendment) 
Act VI of 1944, Indian Companies (Amendment) Act XXX of 
1943, Indian Companies (Amendment) Act IV of 1944, the 
Insurance (Amendment) Act VIT of 1944 and Factories 
(Amendment) Act XIV of 1944. 

His Highness the Nawab Ruler Bahadur was invited to 
attend, and attended, two Sessions of tho National Defence 
Council held at New Delhi on the 17th to 19th April, 1944 
and 8th to lOth January, 1945. 

On the 1st of December, 1944 the Shikar and Zoological 
Departments were transferred from the poHfolio of the 
Minister for Education and Health to the portfolio of the 
Prime Minister and both those departments were -placed 
under the immediate control of the WaKahad Sahib Bahadur 
who was designated as Officer lacharge of ^bikar and 
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Factory and Starch Factory will shortly be established. 
Permission to start a number of Small .>nd Cottage 
Industries were given also during the year. 

The Food Department established in 1942-43 worked 
successfully in as.sisting to meet the requirements of deficit 
areas throughout India. The actual export.s of foodgrains 
dui'ing the rabi Food Year ending the 30th Aj»ril, 1945 were 
as follows : — • 

1. Wheat 1,02,108 tons against the final target figure 
of 90,880 ton.s. These figures also include the 
undespatched balance quotas for the previous 
year. 

2. Other rabi foodgrains, t.c., gram and barley 28,019 
tons. 

3. Kharif foodgrains, i.c,, rice, millets and maize 
9,302 tons. 

These surplus stocks were mainly sent to Defence Ser- 
vices, United Provinces, Bombay, N.W.F.P., Bengal, Mysore, 
Madras, Travancoro^ Cochin and Baluchistan {oidc also 
Chapters III & V). 

Itnperial Bifnk . — A Branch of the Imperial Bank was 
opened at Bahawalpur in September 1943 and there are 
now six Pay Offices at the following imiJortant trading 
centres: — ■ 

Chishtian, Harunabad, Hasilpur, Ahraadpur East, 

IChanpur, and Sadiqabad. 

During the year under report, business has been financed 
to the extent of Hs. 6 crore.s. The State lias also benefited 
by substantial savings not only in regard to the cost of 
remittances required to bo made from time to time but also 
in regard to the tUscount earned by the State on pre-pay- 
ments made imder the 1936 Loan Agreement, The !^nk 
Office at Bahawalpur is commodious and well equipped for 
its increasing activities.

Mr. A. W. M. Jesson, I.S.E,, Supeiinti aiding Engineer, 
2nd Circle retired on grounds of health and in his place the 
services of Ijt.-Col. R. H. Dniioati, O.B.E-, an Executivti 
Engineer of the Irrigation Bralitdi, Punjab Govcrnineiit, were 
obtained by the State on deputation. He took over from 
Mr. Jesson on the 8th S<.‘.piember, 1944. 

Maulvi Akhtar All, Assistant Commissioner, was ap 
pointed sis Director, Land Rcimrds, on the 29th August, 1914 
and sent to the Punjab for training.

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CHAPTER m 

WAR EFFORT 

War Effort of the State . — At the oiitljroak of tlie Wa 
His Highness was among the first Indian Princes to offer hi 
personal services and to place all the resources of the Stat 
at the disposiil of the Crown. A War Purposes Fund wa 
constituted which has enabled the State to make 8iibstanti« 
contributions to the various War Funds. 

In the earlier and more critical days of the War, H* 
Highness, at the request of the (Tovernment of Ttulia 
carried out extensive tours, the value of which lias bee 
much appreciated. In 1941 (6bh April to 4th May) he pai 
visit to Iraq, then in a disturbed condition owing to Ax 
‘ intrigues. His Highnorss made many important acquaini 
ances and his conversatioiia with leading Iraqis were at tli 
time said to have had a salutary and stabilising effect o 
those who liad the privilege to meet liim. Again in tli 
autumn of the. same year (iSth Augu.yt to the 21st Octobe; 
a longer and more ambitious tour to Iraq. Iran, Syrif 
Lebanon, Palestine and Egypt had similar beneficial result 
The long and tedious journey from Basra to .DamaHcu 
from Damascus to Haifa and thence to Cairo which wi 
done in Ford wagons was hazardous but safely tmdertakf 
in order to -fulfil what His Highiie.ss keenly felt to be h 
duty and mission. The return journey via Jerusalor 
S.^ia, Mosul and Baghdad was equally successful. H 
Highness saw a good deal of the Indian troops serving 
these areas and also established cordial relations with tl 
Free French Authorities in Sjjria. At Jerusiilem His Higl 
ness met the High Commissioners and camo in contact wit 
the Muslim Supreme Council. In IsTovember 1941, H 
Highneas visited by Air the 1st Bahawalpur Infantry 
Malaya. IJnfortimately the Regiment, shortly after, fi 
into the hands of the Japanese at Singapore. A eonside 
able number of these men have dince been rescued aj 
rejoined the State Forces. During Decsember 1943, B 
Highnm paid a visit to Dimapux where a detachment of t! 
State troops was then serving and also to Imphal. . Aga 
in September, 1944, His Highness spent nearly a mon 

46 
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-visiting Indian troops in Italy^ in particular the Central 
India Sorse (lAC) in which Begiment His Highness has been 
an Honorary Officer for nearly 25 years. The Begiment 
was then in the Front Line on the 8th Army Sector in 
Italy, 

In passing it may be recorded that His Highness has given 
his house in England to be used as a homo for homeless 
children. This is maintained at an annual cost of £,2,500. 
His houses at Multan, Lahore and Simla have also similarly 
lieen lent for housing British Kursos and as Convalescent 
Homes. His Palace and two subsidiary houses at Now Delhi 
ax© now occupied by the Personal Bepresentative of the 
President of the United >States and his office. 

His Highness also sanctioned on the 12th December 
1040, when the need for railway track was so urgent, the 
removal of 80 of the 124 miles of the State-owned Colony 
Railway. This has been liffcod and removed and is to be 
replaced again after the War.

CHAPTER V 

(A) LAND REVENUE DEPARTMENT 

General , — The portfolio of Public Works and Revemie 
Departments was held throughout the year by Khan 
Bahadur M. Abdul Qayoom. Ho also worked as Director 
of Pood Supplies and Textile Commissioner of the State. 

Except for the addition of the Land Records Dopaxt- 
raent and the ^ Grardens Department, the Departments 
included in this portfolio remained the same as in the 
previous year. 

The division of the >State into Districts and the ad- 
ministrative arrangements of the districts remained 
unchanged. 

B^venm Settlement , — ^As mentioned in the last year’s 
report, the settlement operations were started in the 
Rahimyar Khan District in Octoboi* lO-tS, The revised 
assessment of Sadiqabad Tahsil was introduced from 
Kharif 1944. Sliding scale has been introduced with an 
upward ceiling^ at 50% of the basic settlement revenue 
to bo attained in three stages in six years, if rise in prices 
permits. There is to be no limit to the decrease if prices 
fall. The revision resulted in an enchancement of 
Rs. 1,35,000 or 30% over the old revenue. Rahimyar Khan 
and Khanpuj' Tahsils were taken up for classification of 
soils, collection of assessment data and village inspection 
in the winter of 1944-45. 

Season and rainfall . — The year 1944-45 was extra- 
ordinarily wet and the total rainfall measured 11*37 inches 
against 3*36 inches of tho last year. Cotton crop was 
damaged due to waterlogging, but the Rabi crops es^jecially 
in riverain zone were good. The winter rains were well 
distributed. Working of canals in tho non-perennial area 
as well as in tho perennial zone was satisfactory. 

Land under euMmtion . — The total cultivated area 
during the year under report was 25,10,978 acres against 
26,05,896 of 1943-44. d’ho deorea.se is duo to the scarcity 
of tain and comparatively low river floods in 1943, whicli 
adversely affected Rabi sowings. The figures of cultivation 
in 1943-44 were above the normal and due to the 
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ftOj-mal floods and rains in 1942. Comparing tlie figures 
fehe yeskt under report with, those of 1942-43 there is an 
Tease of 1,65,386 acres.

Addition of means of irrigation. — ^The number of vvtil 
increased from 29,205 in 1943-44 to 29,570 in 1944*4 
During the year under rejjori, 742 now wells were suiik I 
zemindars at their own expense. Special steps are beh 
taken by the Government to encourage the sinking < 
new wells by zemindars, specially in non-perennial areas. 

Acquisition. — ^Two hundred and thirty-eigl 
acres, 6 kanals and 9 marlas, comprising 165 acres, 7 katia 
and 17 marlas of proprietary area and 72 acres, 6 kann 
and 12 marlas of State waste, as against 251 acn.^s, 3 Imnn 
and 11 marlas iu 1943-44 were acquired by the State t‘ 
public purposes during the year under report. Most 
this area was required for works connected with Devclo 
iiienb Department. For the proprietary area coinpen 
tion amounting to Rs. 9,193/1/4 was paid. Tlte tot 
amount of compensation paid including cost ol the Bta 
Waste at Rs. 10 per acre comes to Rs. 9,920/1/1. Tlu 
acquisitions are exclusive of the lands acquired unci 
the Baiiawalpur Town Plm.' {vide Chapter XIV).

Tour and inspections of officials in the Revenue Department. 

The number of days spent on tour by the Deputy 
Commissioners, Bahawalpur and Eahiinyar Khan Districts, 
were 169 and 184 respectively dping the year 1944-45, 
The inspection of Tahsils and girdawari works and the 
attestation of jamabandis were made by the Deputy 
Commissioners . 

The Tahsildars and Naib-Tahsildars in their tours 
attested mutations of 53,869 acres of the value of Es. 
49,95,847. The number of mutations attested was Es, 
18,426 during the year against Es. 26,251 of last year. 

B. COLONY ADMINISTEATION. 

Sale of Waste lands. — During the year ending 31st 
March 1945, 12,718 acres of ppennial, 6,826 acres of non- 
perennial and 2,125 acres of riverain land were sold for a 
total figure of Es. 51,65,322 giving averages for the three 
classes of Es. 284, Es, 181 and Ee. 152 per acre and an 
overall average of Es. 238 per acre in Bahawalpur District. 
In Eahirayar Khan District, 9,490 acres of perennial, 
16,830 acres of non-perennial and 694 acres of riverain land 
were sold for Es. 86,16,436 giving average prices for the 
three classes of Es. 615, Es. 160, and Es. 140 per acre and 
overall average of Es. 311 per acre. The high average in 
Rahimyar Khan District reflects the greater security of 
irrigation on the Panjnad system and also the advantage 
of permitting payments by several instalments. In 
Bahawalpur District, where most of the higher quality 
lands has already been disposed of, it is not desirable to 
employ the instalment system, and the need for insisting 
on full payment within a comparatively short period (less 
than two months) along witn the comparatively lower 
quality of the land sold inevitably results in lower prices. 

After deducting areas confiscated for default in last 
year’s sale, a total figure of 2,06,392 acres was sold up to 
31st March 1945 as against, 1,61,215 acres on 3Ist’ March 
1944. The total value of this, land came to Es. 4,72,05,235 
on 3lst lilaroh 1945 as against Bs. 9,34,^,177 bn 3ist 
March 1944v qn, account of ’ sale of lajid during 



the year 1944-45 amounted to Tvs. 1,65,78,340 exolnding 
interest, whilst receipts fr^mi tlie begirming of the 

Colony up lo the end of Mareli 1944, were Hs. I,72,I4,0i>4. 
That is to say receipts during the yca,r under report have 
practically doubletl tlu^ y(‘arl> pvogr<*asive total which now 
(on Slct March, 1945) stands at lis. 3, .37.92, 345. 

Peasant Grants //. - During tlie y<rjar under je-]>ort, 
22,055 acres wore allotted oii |K*>J.Btint or inferior land condi- 
tions hringiiig the total area so allotlc<l up to 7,17,133 
acres. Of this total, 5,48,526 acres are in Baliavviilpur 
and 1,68,607 acres in Kahiruyar ICfian District. 'I’lie 
greater part of the increase so far as Bji,hawalpur District 
is concerned relates to areas resfcowd. This restoration 
policy was pursued liberally itnd served two purposes ; 
abadkars who in less prosperous years had bccui unable to 
develop the laixls originally allotted to thorn unrl whoso 
lands were therefore subsequently confiscjated, were during 
the present period of agrhsultural prosj-Kirity enabled to 
get their original grants restored. Tn certain cases wlierci 
the original grant was subsequently fountl not to bo fit for 
development, other more easily workable lands were 
allotted in exchange. 

The total receipts on account of payment of instalments 
and of lump sum payments from abadkars dm'ing the year 
1944-45 amounted to Rs. 68,41 ,102. In addition Rs. 13,48,024 
were recovered on account of malikana. 

Payment to Government of Intlin on account of snh 
proceeds of land sold after first October., 1936. 

Under the 1936 Loan Agreement, a sura of 
Rs. 1,03,67,669 was paid to the Uovernraent of IinJia dio’ing 
the year under repoit on account of sale proceeds of laufls 
sold after 3lst OotoTwjr, 1935, thus completing the payn out 
of Rs. 2 orores as prescribed under the 1 936 Ijoan Agreement. 

Resuniptiom and Restorations, 

■During the year 7,341 acres of sale lands and 19,285 
acres of p<»saat and inferior land grants had to he resumed 
eitii^ for failure to pay instalments or for oth^a* brejudies 
of oonditiems. Chk the other hand, 3,829 acres (sale) and 
33,431 acres (other grants) were restored. Nearly all the 
peasant grants ,re«wimed were later .restored during 1 he 
year. The resumptions relating to sale l^ds mostly 
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dceurretl whore purolia«sora failed to pay np blie amounts 
due from tliem. 

Vacant Lands . — The balance of land available 
for ponuanent, allotment i.e., C. C. A. on 31st March, 1946, 
wa^ 50.740 acres in Bahawalpur and 33,992 acres in 
Ralihnyar Khan District. Owing however to unsatisfac- 
tory conditions probably about 2/3rd of this area will have 
to be abandoned and excluded from sale. The area given 
under temporary cultivation is not included in these figures. 

Tenvpara/ry GuUimtion . — ^Muoh of the area preyiourly 
leased on temporary cultivation had been permanently 
allotted or sold with the rc^^nit that the figures for perennial 
lands so leased fell from 81,331 acres to 32,296 acres, and 
for non-perennial lands from 32,797 acres to 17,657 acres 
giving a total of 49,963 acres on 31st March, 1946. All new 
^ses both tlus year and last were on allotted acreage rate 
bub a few old leases on matured acreage rate remained 
unexpired, and the final figures were as under : —

Despite the drop in the area leased, receipts during 
the year came to Rs. 6,60,896 as against Rs. 6,01,191 in 
the previous year. 

Tree Planting and other grants . fresh allot- 
ment was, made either on tree-planting conditions or on 
livestock breeding conditions. 

Remissions. - No gerenai remissions of any kind were 
allowed or required in any jDart of the Colony. The con- 
dition of crops was good and the high market prices pre- 
vailing resulted in j)rosperity for the colonists of which 
they took due advantage by securing the full title to their 
lands.

Mark^ Totms.'-^o sales of urban lands took plaoe 
during the year as it wag considered desirable to 
permit the completion of buildings on the sites sold in the 
previous year before auctioning any new sites. Receipts 
during the year in respect of sales made previously amounted 
to Rs. 2,82,264 giving a total progressive figiire on 31st 
March 1945 of Rs. 33,77,967 as against Rs. 30,95,703 on Slsfc 
March 1944.

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With the exception of Yazman, which is still a katcha 
mandi,all the others are making satisfactory progress. 
Both the incomo and expenditure have increased although 
the expenditure is still far below the income figures. The 
Committees are following a wise policy (bearing in mind 
the high price and shortage of materials and labour during 
the War) of building up substantial reserves to finance their 
Post War Development Schemes. Even in Yazman, both 
income and expenditure have risen by , well over 50% 
but there can be little hope of any real development here 
until the end of hostilities makes it possible to restore 
rail communication to this area, amd also to construct an 
all-weather road from Yazman to Bahawalpur proper. 

Communications . — Little change has taken place in 
the means of communications during the year under report 
as the shortage of materials and labour continued due to 
war-time conditions. Bahawalpur District is served by the 
North Western Railway throughout the length of the 
District and also by the branch line from Bahawalnagar 
to Fort Abbas. The only metalled road outside the urban 
areas is that from Bahawalpur proper to Dera Nawab Sahib. 
Lorry services ply on unmetalled roads between Bahawalpur 
and Yazman, Fort Abbas and Fort Marot, and Chishtian 
and Harunabad. Rahimyar Khan District is served through- 
out it.s length by the main Lahore-Karachi line. In addi- 
tion, there is an all-weather road (partly metalled and 
partly brick-surfaced) running from Panjnad Headworks to 
the Sind border constructed for the Government of India. 

C. AGRICULTURE. 

Staff . — During the year a new post of Director of Agri- 
culture was created and Khan Sahib Agba Ynsaf Ali, a re- 
tired Deputy Director of Agriculture, Punjab, was appointed 
to it. The sectioned staff consists of 2 Deputy Superin- 
tendents, H Inspectors and 45 Mukaddams, but 3 posts 
of Inspectors and 4 posts of Mukaddams remained vacant 
. during the year under report owing to non-availabilaty of 
suitable men. 

incoim and Expenditure . — This is diown in Appendix 3. 

The income is derived mainly from the Seed Depot. 

Activities of the jOejpartmmt . — The main function of the 
l^partment is persuasive propaganda with a view to popu- 
larising. the use of improved see^ of high yielding vnjcietif^s 
crops, improved oultnyal methods arid labour 
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iiapleriaents. In addition, tlie benefifes resulting from tlio 
economic use of canal water, maintenanoe of soil fertiliiv 
by following rotations recommended by tlie Department, 
extensive nejc of green manuring and propfa* fsoiiservation 
and Judicious use of farm yard manure are advm^ated. Fifty 
propaganda parties went round the rural area and visitetl 
5,737 villages. In addition, agricultural shows were bold at 
cattle fairs where the use of improved implements was 
demonstrated to large gatherings of rimal inhabitants attend- 
ing the fairs. ^ Ploughing competitions were also held. To 
further convince zemindars of the efficacy of modern 
methods of farming as advocjated by the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, a number of demonstration plots wore laid ftt zemindar’s 
own fields so that they may see for thomselvcy the suptsrio- 
rity of the seeds and methods recommen<led hy the Depart- 
ment. Zemindars are taking keen interest in adopting 
every measure that leads to increased intiome and but for the 
difficulty in procuring the requisite typfjs of implements due 
to conditions created by War, more progrchs woiihi have 
been made. 

Apart from the above activities, the Department ren- 
dered help to zemindars in combating insect pests and 
rodents which cause enormous loss to crops both in 
fields and godowns. Rat destruction campaigns were also 
conducted in the barani area of Bahawalpur Dist.ri<3t and 
on tbe borders of Bikaner State and Ferozepore District. 

Sugarcane cultivation is being encouraged on a large 
scale with a view to establisliing r siigar factory in the 
State. The possibility of success of such a factory has 
been improved on the basis of the results obtained frotn the 
analyses of State grown sugarcane. Sugarcane in bulk was 
sent to the Sugar Mills at Jagadliri in tmior to find out the 
percentage and commercial value of' the sugar that coukl 
actually be extracted. Ten per cent, of crystalline sugar of 
a good quality was obtained. Improved gur making fur- 
naces are also being popularised in order to reduce waste 
and to produce better quality of gur anti sbakkar. 

Kkanpur Fam.— As reported last year the experiment 
to reclaim the kallar area has been successful. The farm is 
now not only seU'-supiX)rting but a paying concer»i, as will . 
appear from the figures given below;—

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Other Farms , — Two other farms of a total area of 1,134 
acres were started at Chak Kos. 101 and 108 near Rahimyar 
Khan towards the close of the year under report. 

Distribution of improved seeds, — Over 43,000 maunds of 
pure and improved seeds,,mostly of wheat and cotton, mul- 
tiplied on departmental farms or purchased from reliable 
sources, were supplied to zemindars through the Department’s 
seed agencies. 

GABDENS. 

With the appointment of a Director of Agriculture 
in December 1944, the State Gardens were transferred to his 
control from that of the Deputy Commissioner, Bahawalpur. 

The two blocks, 40 acres in extent, situate outside the 
Durbar Offices on either side of the approach road were 
planted with fruit plants mostly citrus. The ornamental 
and fruit nurseries at Nur Mahal Gardens were further im- 
proved. The forest area near the Model Dairy Farm was 
cleared for planting a large fruit orchard (200 acres) with 
a view to developing a fruit industry on a commercial basis. 

The income from gardens amounted to Rs. 22,629 
against an expenditure of Rs. 7 1 ,714. It is expected that the 
gardens will bo more than self-supporting when the large 
fruit area is developed. 

D. VETERINARY DEPARTMENT. 

Khan Sahib Mohd. Abdullah worked as Chief Veterinary 
and Livestock Officer under the supervision of the Deputy 
Commissioner, Bahawalpur, till December 1944, when the 
control of the Veterinary Department was transferred to 
the Director of Agriculture. In January 1946, the services 
of Dr. S. Zahic-ud-Din, B.A., (Alig)., L.V.P. (Hons.) Punjab, 
were taken on loan from the Government of India partly in 
order to start the Model Dairy Farm at Bahawalpur. He 
was later appointed to the post of Chief Veterinary and 
Livestock Officer from 15th February, 1946, relieving Khan 
Sahib Mohd. Abdullah. . . . 

The total exp^diture for the year amounted to 
Rs,., 69,586 as against Rs. 61,390 for the last year. The 
Munic^p^ities and Notified Area Ooinmittees^ cdhl^bfited a 
sum of 17,329 towards theniainteiiaaijqe oftSbejibi^ital^ 
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situatecl in tlieir ro^pc^tivo areas. As rejC^arrls tlio romain* 
ing ftxpenditurn, a sum of Rs. 30,J^73 was ]).!,ifl by DistBci, 
Boards a.nd a,u aTnonnfc of Bs. 11,284 was |>aid as graiit-in- 

aifl })y Llio. t lovornniont'. 

The gross income of tlic Dopartnieiifc (Wived by the 
registration of marcs ami sale of Government bulla, 
etc. amounted to Bs. 2,997 as against H.h, 2,284 last year. 

The cattle fairs at CJhishtian, HarunaWd, Bahawalnagar, 
and Mandi Sadiq Clanj were held as usual and wer(5 very suc- 
cessful. , With conditions returning to normal it is expect- 
ed to start cattle fairs at other suitable cent res. 

The total number of vetomar^’ hospitals increased from 
10 in the previous year to 13 in the year under x’oport. In 
addition, there were three outlying dispeiisarias worked by 
compounders and visited fortnightly by the V<iterinary 
Assistant Burgciona of the circle. There were, also nine out- 
lying dispensaries whit5ii were regularly attended by the 
Veterinary Assistant Burgeons of the (drcle on fixed days 
once or twice vvcelcly to administer to patients brought hy 
people, of the surrounding villages. 

During the year under report, the veterinary staff 
treabed at the ho.spitals and on toxirs 65,718 outdoor patients 
and 1,317 indoor patients. 12.700 castrations were perform- 
ed and 22,228 inociilatioms were, done against Haexnorrhagic 
Bepticaemia. 

LIVESTOCK BRBEDiNa OPERATIONS. 

The linos of work laid down in the ten-year plan of the 
Animal Husbandly Scheme are being followed and further 
developments are talcing place in accordamse with that 
scheme. 

Botse and Mule Breeding. — During the year under pport 
there wer(^ two stallions an<i two Jack tlonkeys workirg at 
Sadiqabad and Bahawalnagar. The majes served by the 
atalUons numbered 88 and the progeny produced was 16 
colts and 19 fillies. The Jack donkey served 15 ponies and 
33 she-asses. 1'ho progeny was 3 mules and 8 donkeys. 

Qatile Breedinflr,— -The number of bulls distributed in the 
selected breeding centres in the Bahawalnagar, Chishtian, 
Harunabad, Dahranwala, Rahimyar Khan and Badiqabad 
areas mimber<5d 36 Hariana 17 Dajal and 7 Montgomery 
hulls. Hariaiia and Montgomery breeds are intended to 



be propagated in the Bahawalpnr District while the Dajalis 
to be spread in Kahimyar Khan District, 

Buffalo Breeding . State is the real home of 
the j&nest breed of buffalo, i.e., the Nili breed. In 
order to encourage the propagation of this breed— 8 buffalo 
bulls have been distributed in the Colony area and 6 selected 
buffalo bulls have been subsidised in the riverain tract of 
the State. 

She&p Breeding . — The desert tract of the State is rich 
in good stock of sheep both Bikaneii (short ear) and Lohi 
(long ear), and steps are being taken by the Government to 
encourage this industry in the State. 

MODEL DAIRY FARM, BAHAWALPUR. 

A Model Dairy Farm was started at Bahawalpuc in 
January, 1945 with a herd of l2Montgomery cows and 2 bulls 
obtained from the Imperial Institute Dairy at Delhi. The 
opening ceremony of this Farm was performed by the 
Hon’ble the Resident for the Punjab States. This farm has 
been started on modeen lines and meets a long-felt need. 
Apart from improving the milk and butter supply of the 
town, the farm has an educative value for the zemindars for 
the improvement of the breed of milch cattle. It is also 
intended to provide practical training later on to demobi- 
lized soldieis. 


E. MARKETING. 

To improve the conditions of marketing in the State, 
a Special Oilicer was appointed during the year as Marketing 
Officer, This officer was given practical training in market- 
ing work in Hyderabad State, Bombay and the Punjab and 
proposals to imppve the conditions of the Mandis in the 
State^ were submitted to Government and are under consi- 
deration. The Special Officer also prepared draft Marketing 
and Weights and Measures Bills and the question of intro- 
duoing an Agricultiual Produce Marketing Abt and a Weights 
and Measures Act in the State is also being ponsidered by a 
Select Committee, - ' . , . 

(F) CONTROL OF CONSUMER GOd^S- 

During the year under rep<^, it was found neoesaaisr tso 
continue the control over certain crnnmoditieS' of wtuoit the. 
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War Itad caused a shortage* Control on the export of food- 
grains, gur, sugar, fuel, ghee, and cloth remained as in 
previous years. 

Sugar. — No su^ar is manufactured in the State and it is 
thus dependent on imports from outside. The sugar quota 
for the whole State from Isfc November, 1344, wi\s fixed at 
3,794 tons crystal and 800 tons Khandsari. The latter 
quality was not liked by the public as it was so inferior 
and mixed with dust, etc., that it was considered medically 
unfit for human consumption. 

Shortage of sugar was felt everywhere as in last year, 
in spite of best efforts at economy and efficient control in the 
distribution of this commodity. Last year sugar rationing 
was limited to Bahawalpur City only and a few other urban 
areas, but during the year under report, it was extended to 
other big towns as well. In rural areas sugar distribution 
was entrusted to Tahsildars and in the areas where Muni- 
cipalities exist, this work was put in the hands of the 
Local Bodies. This arrangement is said to be working fairly 
satisffictorily. 

Foodgrains . — in the past, large quantities of food- 
grains were exported this year from Bahawalpur Btat© 
according to the allocation programme of the Oovemment 
of India. The following statement will show the target 
figures and the actual exports during the year under

Of the 96,880 tons of wheat, about 41,026 tohn were 
allocated to Defence Services and the balance was sent to 
different deficit areas. 26,001 tons of Gram were sent to 
Madras, Mysore and Defence Services. All the etlter food- 
grains were exported to difiermit deficit areas for Civil ccm- 
sumption. 

In order to safeguard the internal supplies within the 
State, a reserve stock of 40,000 maunds of wheat was

arranged tliia year also. This stock was nltiraately dis- 
posed of, as it was not required {or internal consmnpbion.' 

Fiieluiood and Charcoal. - -TIjc State is norina-lly sell- 
safiioient in tliose commodities bub during tlic period under 
report, the internal demand increased, owing to diffionlties 
experienced in securing coal from outside for use in factories, 
brick kilns and mills. Besides some stocks were exported for 
the use of Defence Services. 

Ghee. — -The State is a surplus area in ghee. One thou- 
sand maunds of ghee was offered for Defence Services. 

Kerosene Oil. — ’The State follows British India in ration- 
ing Kerosene oil and the internal distribution is under the 
control of the Deputy Commissioners. All distribution 
arrangements are made with the co-operation of the 
Kerosene Oil companies concerned. 

During the year luider report, shortage of Kerosene Oil 
was felt everywhere in the State, a s only very limited sup- 
plies of oil were received. 

Petrol. — ^Petrol was controlled by the Commissioner of 
Police and figures of its import and distribution will be found 
in Chapter VII. 

Cloth. — {Non Standard). — In January 1944, all the cloth 
which was nob stamped in mills and which remained un- 
sold after 3 1st December, 1943, was Sealed and afterwards 
stamped with prices. During the year under report there 
was a general shortage of cloth throughout the State, as no 
supplies were received for long intervals. The State Textile 
Commissionou had to go to Bombay to see the Textile Com- 
missioner Government of India, and to seek his help. 

Under tiie cotton Cloth Movement Control Order, the 
Bahawalpur State was put in the Punjab deficit zone and 
under this sclieme the State was required to purchase from 
Punjab markets only. Towards the end of the year in 
December 1944, a monthly quota of 996 bales at IS yards 
per head of the population per annum was sanctioned. 
Actual receipts fell far .short of the quota and only 
bales had been received up to the end of the year. As , a 
result extreme scarcity of clotli prevailed aiid there was 
much discontent felt on this account. 

Stctnd^tfd Cloth. — >Standard cloth ^vas supplied regularly 
and it very u.seful as the supply of all other kinds of cloth 
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had been stopped for some tim.e. -The control of this cloth 
was at first under the Minister for Education and Health 
but at the end of the year this was transferred to the control 
of the Bevemie Department. The total impori of Standard 
cloth during the year under report was 11,35,551 yaj’ds. 

Yarn. — No quota of yam has been fixed for the State 
and praotioally nothing has as yet been imported. The 
Punjab Government and the Government of India have been 
approached in the interest -of the handlooin industry. 

(fences against Cortrol Orders . — -The total number of 
offences committed against the various Control Orders in 
force in the“ State during the year under report was 155. 
Of these SO were expunged by oourts for want of evidence; 
29 r«nained untraced; 36 remained under investigation and 
60 cases were ohalianed of which l6 resulted in con- 
viction, 9 in acquittal and 35 remained pending in the 
courts. 


G. PANCHAYATS. 

The Panohayat system was introdiicod in the State in 
1940. Eight new Panchayats were e.stahliBhe<l diuing tfic 
yearwhilefivewereabolished as a rcsnltof complahits received 
against them. Thus the total number of Panchayats during 
the year under report was 116 as against 113 of the previous 
year.

CHAPTER VI 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

General . — Tho Judicial Department in the State werks 
under the general control and supervieion of the High Court 
of Judicature consisting of a Chief Justice and three Puisute 
Judges. 

Two additional Munsiffs were appointed and po^ed 
at Bahawalpur and Ahmadpur East. The Magistrate, 
First Class, at Harunabad, was invested with Section 30 
powers. 

(A) CRIMINAL 

Tribunah . — Including the members of the Judicial 
Committee the number of Judicial Officers exercising cri- 
miAal powers was 77 in the year under report (76 in 1943-44). 
The details are given in Appendix VI. 

Buaemesni, of Crimes and OJfewces.™ Tho total number 
of offences and crimes reported during the y€>ar 1944 was 
9,988 of which 6,684 were cognizable. Two thousand one 
hundred and forby-four non-cognizable and 1,260 offences 
against, local and special laws.

Hiffh CowJf.— The total numher of reguJ^ and mis- 
oellaneotia appeals both first and soeond decided by the 
High Court in 1944 was 98 {1Q6 in 1943). Of the 98 appeals, 
78 were demded on' merits and ^ dismissed in default. In 
the 78 appeals decided on merits the decrees were con- 
fiflbaod 89 per cent, modified in 11 i>cr cent, and roversed 
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in 13 per oent. Tlie remaming -17 per cent, oases were 
remanded for fnrtlier enquiry. The corresponding figures 
for 1943 were 66, 6, 20 and 8 per cent respectively. 

The average duration of appeals disposed of in the 
High Court in 1944 was 599 days (441 in the preceding 
year).

During the year 1944, 75 oivU revisions were disposed 
of in the High Court (65 in the preceding year). 

In 1944, orders passed by the lower courts were con- 
firmed in 61 per cent, reversed in 42 per cent, modified in 
nil per cent, and 7 per cent were remanded to the lower 
courts.

— The income of the Judicial Department is 
mainly derived from the sale of Judical Stamps '(Hoad Y) 
and under Law and Justice (Head VI). The income of 
the Department during the year, as derived from the sale 
• of the Judicial Stamps including penalty was Rs. 66,913 
(Rs. 78,855 in 1943). Including therefore the income 
derived under law and justice which was Rs. 79,463 in the 
year under report, the total income amounted to Rs. 
1,46,366 (Rs. 1,62,070 in 1943). 'Hie details are given in 
Appendix 7.- 

0 — Stamps, — The Stamp income of the year is given 
in Appendix 8. 

D. — Megistrcdton.'^Th.Q work of registration is con- 
trolled by the Judicial Department. The District Judges 
and the Additional District Judges work ^xhoj^tcio as 
Registrars and the Munsiffs as ex-officio Sub-Registrars. 
These officers administer the Indian Registration Act as 
in force in the State. There arc also two Honorary Suh- 
Regi^rars one at Bahawalpur and the other at Mianwali 
Qureishian in the Rahimyar Khan Telisil. The number 
of registered documents was 2030 in 1944 (2653 in 1943), 
The value of the registered documents rose jGccan Rs, 61, 798 
to Rs. 42,86,183. The income derived irora registration 
decreased feom Rs. 18,620 in 1943 to Rs. 18,347 in 1944.

( a ) Police 

General . — ‘The Police Department is included in the 
porbfoho of Alimartahat the Prime Minister and is under 
the direct control of the Commissioner of Police. During 
the year under report, the post of Commissioner of Police 
was held Khan Bahadur i^ha Mohammad Akram 
Khan, a retired officer of the Indian Police Service. 

Present Strength . — The strength of the Police Force 
was increased during the year by the sanction of the 
following additional posts : —

The two Assistant Suh-Ihspeetors 
also returned after training at Phillaur, Five more candi- 
dates for the p^t of Assistant Sub-Inspector were selected 
and sent for training at the Police Traii^.

Civic Cmfds . — Tills unit wa.s discontinued in August 
1943 and no further reoruitmimt was made. 

Towns Watch ami Ward . — ^Eighty chaukidars in 14 
Mimioipalities of the old ahadi and 78 chaukidars in seven 
Municipalities of the new Colony mandis continued during 
the year. 

Village Chmhkiars . — In addition to the ordinary 
chaukidars in all villages of the State, a number of paid 
gasMibans were employed and paid under tJio Tliikri Pahra 
Act in various viUages. This system is being grjidmilly 
extended to all the more important villages of the State. 

Expe'^idiiure.'—'Tots.l expenditure incurred during the 
year was Bs. 4,71,508 against Ks. 4,11,829 in 1943-44. 
The increase was mainly due to the provision of Special 
Armad Force for Bahawalnagar, the employment of Addi- 
tional Police staff, and the grant of horse allowance to 
Station House Officers and Inspectors. The average cost 
of the Police Department dming the year under report was 
live annas per head of the population. 
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Arms.—*Th.e Police had 600 S.B. 20 boie muskets and 
47 revolvers during the year. 

Offences.—The total number of cognizable offences 
registered during the year was 4,493 of which 3,434 were 
investigated and 1,059 were struck off as untrue. The 
remaining 3,434 oases were classified as follows : — 

1. Serious offences against persons . . 100 

2. Serious offences against property . . 1,116 

3. Minor offences against persons . . 316 

4. Minor offences against property . . 1,001 

5. Grain smugging and offences against 

Ordinances . . 126 

6. Miscellaneous . . . . 778 

As compared with 1943-44, the total number of admitted 
cognizable offences decreased by 147. 

Out of the above 3,434 oases, 1838 were challaned of 
which 622 ended in conviction and 383 in acquittal' while 
933 remained pending at the end of the year under rejjort. 
One thousand three hundred and thirty-three cases remained 
untraced and 263 were under investigation at the end of 
the year. 

The result of Police action is summarised in Appendix 
11, Property of the value of Ks. 3,76,796 was recovered 
out of total stolen property worth Rs. 6,32,397 which is 
over 60%. 

Dctooiiies . — -There were 18 dacoities registered during 
the year — 12 in Bahawalpur District and 6 in the Rahimyar 
Khan District. Of the 12 cases of Bahawalpur iDistriot, 
5 were found to he untrue and canceEed, 4 were challaned 
and 3 remained untraced. Of the 6 cases in Rahimyar 
Khan District, 4 were challaned and two remained untraced. 

Sixty-seven cases were registered under this 
head during the year. Out of these 6 were expunged, 6 
remained untraced, 50 were challaned and the rest remained 
under investigation. Out of the 60 oases sent up fot trial, 
7 secured convictions and the rest were pending in the 
courts at the end of the year. 

^ Riots ,^ — Two hundred and twenty-two cases were 
registered of which 134 were expimged, 60 were challaned 
and, 28 remained under investigation. Out of the 60 
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cases sent up to Court, 4 secured convictions, 6 ended in 
acquittal and 60 remained under trial at the end of the year. 

Cattle thefts, — The number of cattle thefts was 618, 
an increase of 31 oases over the figure of the previous 
year.^ Eighty-six^ were expunged, 191 challaned, 56 
convicted, 22 acquitted and 114 remained pending in courts. 
The nimber of untraced cases was 273 and 68 cases were 
under investigation at the end of the year. 

Cattle worth Rs. 2,04,047 were stolen and cattle worth 
Rs. 1,45,366 recovered. 

Arms Act. — Out of 43 cases registered, 37 were eliallan- 
ed, (16 convicted, 2 acquitted, 20 pending trial,) 2 untraced, 
3 under investigation and one was expunged. 

Gomage.'—S&vm oases of tendering counterfeit small 
coins were reported out of which 6 were challaned and were 
pending in courts. 

Defeme of India . — One hundred and fifty-five cases 
were registered under Rules 35 aiui 81 of the Defence of 
India (Bahawalpux State) Rules out of which 30 were ex- 
punged, sixty challaned, (10 convicted, 9 acquitted, and 35 
remained under trial), twenty-nine cases were untraced 
and 36 remained under investigation at the eani of 
the year. 

Onmmal Tribes . — >The number of persons roistered 
as members of Criminal Tribes during the last year was 
1,216. Out of these, the names of 70 mm were removed 
from the list for good behaviour and 6 died; 19 persons were 
newly registered. Thus the total for the present year 
comes to 1,169. 

Seventy-nine criminal tribesmen were sent up under 
Section 22 C. T. Act out of which 26 were convicted, 3 
acquitted and the cases of the rest remained pending in 
courts tin the end of the year under report,

1 continued for literate 
constables during tke year. 

Training. — Nine Constables, 6 Head Constables and 8 
direct candidates for tke post of Head Constable were ad- 
mitted for training in tke Police Training Sckool, Bakawal- 
pur. The candidates, who completed tkeir training success- 
fully (20 in number) were absorbed as Head Constables in 
tke Police Force. 

Medical. — Tke Suk-Assistant Surgeon in charge of tke 
Jail Hospital continued to attend tke Police Dispensary on 
the compensatory allowance of Bs. 20 p. m. 

Finger Print Bureau. — ^F. P. and P. B. slips of 603 
convicted persons were prepared and these included 76 
members of tke criminal tribes. 

Position an Frontiers. — There was no trouble on tke 
frontier and no untoward incident on any border of tke 
State was reported during the year. 

Headquarters Police Lines. — -The Police Lines remained 
under tke control of a Beserve Inspector and no changes 
were made dining the year. 

Petrol Rationing. — 41,637 gallons of petrol were 
consumed during the year under report (35,488 gallons in 
1943-44).

The Central Jail is at Bahawalpnr with subsidiary 
Jails at Derawar and Dera Nawah Sahib. Under-triak 
outside headquarters are kept in Police Havalat which 
are supervised by District Magistrates. The Central and 
Subsidiary Jails are under the control of Col. A. M. Dick, 
I. M. S. (Retired), Chief Medical Of&cer and Director of 
Public Health. 

ThePunjab Jail Manual (1932 Edition) has been enforced 
except for certain special precautions which, on grounds of 
security, have to be taken until the New Jail is erected. 

Prisoners generally and Juveniles particularly readily 
availed themselves of the educational facilities offered to 
them. There is a permanent teacher who gives lessons to 
adolescents and such adults as desire to be given instruction.

MILITARY DEPARTMENT, 

The l^hawalpuc State has always maintamed a strong 
Arniy which a coJitury ago nmnhei’od over 25,000 men. 
The strength has, liowever, gradiudly, hctm rediiood partly 
owing to the increased costs of maintenance of the Army 
under modern conditionsand partly on account of the more 
firm eatahlishment of peace and tranquility within the 
State. The Bahawalpur Army as constituted in 1939 at 
the outbreak of the jjresent War comprised two classes 
of troops “General Si^rvice” and “State Service” both under 
the direct^ command of His Higlmess the Nawab Ruler 
Bahadur with Army Headquarters imder Brigadier J. H. 
Harden, General Officer Commanding. 

General Service Troops.

One officer, Sub.-Maj, Abdul Qadir Shah has in recog- 
nition of good services been promoted to Lieut, and awarded 
O.B.L 2nd Class. 

One S. O. and 10 I. O. Rs are the sole survivors of 65 
Officers and men of this Unit who were sent by tho Japa- 
nese to Warwik Island, the remainder being either killed 

tho m^y or having died from torture and privation. 



One S.O. recently arrived has been strongly com* 
mended by the Officer Commanding the Unit who in his letter 
to A.H.Q.jBahaAvalpur State Forces states that this officer is 
a credit to his State and to the Indian Army, 

BecTuUrmnL — 2,093 men were recruited from tho State 
and Districts surrounding the State’s hord<ir duruig the 
period. ^ Of these 777 failed to pass medicuU (ixaniination 
for various reasons and were rejected. Tho balance 1,316 
were absorbed into the Training Centre. March and June 
1944 produced 1,000 men and after that recruitment steadily 
declined. Quality of recruits also deteriorated and the 
number of rejects increased. 

Soldiers\ Sailors* and Airmen*s Board.— 'The Board lied! 
two meetings dm-ing this period. hTorraal number of meet- 
ings held during one year is four but for various reasons 
two meetings had to be oanceiled as sufficient members 
were not available. 

During the above period 1,220 cases were received and 
of these 1>023 cases were dealt with and complete satis- 
factorily, leaving 197 oases still rmder investigation with 
various officials or courts. 

Range of cases dealt with'. — 

Cattle theft, property rights, land disputes, abduction 
of women, broken marriage contracts, molestation and 
complaints of non -receipts of pension and M.Os. from serving 
personnel, etc. 

All cases were divided between the Secretary, S.B. and 
Welfare Officers. 

1,300 letters or post cards were written on behalf of 
families to their relatives serving with the Forces. 

Families in receipt of Family Allotments were also 
visited in towns and villages to ascertain if their F.As were 
being received regularly.

The n 
the old Bahawalnagar Division was changed to t 
Pordwah Division and the latter vras named as Sadiqi 
sion. la soooml circle a temporary Salvage Sub-Divisi 
opened in order to reconnoitre abandoned works i 
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Desert area (Abandoned cliaiinelH of Dese.rfc Bivoioh and 
Abbasia Canal system) witli a view to obtaiiiint^ useful build- 
ing materials principally R. B. Beams and piping. Tlie, 
Sub-Division functioned for niontbs from Or,tf»ber to 
December, 1944, but it was found tliat practically no 
materials were by tliat time economically available. 

The 1945 Baliawalpur State Post-War Road I'toject 
was prepared by Mr. Jesson aa Oificei’ on Special Duty from 
8-9-1944 to 31-1-15 on the lines indicated at the 1943 
Nagpur Conference. It provides for a probable total ex- 
penditure of Rs. 7 '394 crores on capital and maintenance 
over a period of 15 years. The P. W. Department also 
rendered valuable assistance in preparing the 5 years’ plan 
for the State, which in a variety of activitio.s is estimated to 
cost Es. 5*60 crores of which 4*83 crores relate to P. W. D. 
works.

Grains” (moluding millets and pulses and mixed crops 
other than wheat and gmm) fruit, vegetables and fodder 
crops for the years 1936-37 to 1944-45. During the year 
,u«#l was no apj>reciable drop except under 
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‘'Fodder crops” but iu spite of tJiis tlie total area during 
1944-45 tmder fodder crops was 81% above the pre-war 3 
years’ average (ending 1938-39).

Progress of plmdation in Reserved Forests. — During the 
year under report no new aro.i, was pkntod in any of the 
Rosorvtitl forests. Only al'^oiit 3 acres of nursery was added 
in the Bahawalpur Fore.st. AH tlie 4 rc.sorved fore.st8 were 
well looked after anti carofidly maintained. The work 
of thinning and jungle ciearanoe was carried on in Baliawal- 
nagar ancl Bidiawalpur forests which greatly improved 
tlie general condition of thestj forests. 

During March 1045, a fire broke out in Bahawalpur 
forest and swept over 5 compartments (No. 44, 45, 15, 16 
and 43) causing much danmge to yoimg trees. 

Q, — Buildings and Roads and P.ir.i). Workshops . — 
Tlie Wldings ancl Roads works at Bahawalpur on account 
of opening the B. & R. Division with effect from 1st 
October, 1944, were transfeped from Bahawalpur Division 
to the new B. and R. Division. 

The Building and Roads works in the Muffasalat, 
remained under the control of the respeotive irrigation 
Divisiems. The R.W.D. workshops, Bahawalpur, tdao

The balance 33,744 Units were transmission losaess i.e., 
15% against 21% of 1943-44 which is fairly satisfactory. 
The average cost per unit generated and sold calculated 
on the total expenditure (including depreciation, interest 
and indirect charges etc.) was 3.7 and 4.5 annas against 
2.4 and 5.9 annas respectively during 1943-44.

HOME DEPARTMEHa’. 

(«) EXCISE. 

The Excise Deparhuciit reinained in t.lie |H*rtifolio of 
the Home Minister. 

The Bahawalpur .State territory beinja; contigiioiLs to 
the Punjab, the administration of the Excise Departnient 
in the State has always followed the lines of tin? various 
legislative enactments in the Punjab with slight modifit'a- 
tions reqniretl by local conditions. The acta adopted 
are - 


The Opium Act, 1878. 

The Punjab Opiums Hmoking Act, 1923. 

The Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930. 

The Tobacco Excise Duty Act. 

The Vegetable Products Doty Act, 1943. 

With a view to model the State Excise Policy on the 
lines of that of the Punjab Government and further in order 
to maintain close relation with the Punjab Excise authorities, 
a representative is deputed regularly to attend the Punjab 
Excise Board meetings. 

The total revenue of the Depitrtment during the year 
under report was Rs. 7,58,825 (Ks. 5,93,879 in 1943-44). 
The increase is due to higher bids for the Excise contracts 
and the increase in Duty and Entertaiunmifc Tax. There 
are also certain other items of receipts wliicli, though 
appropriable as Excise revenue have not lieon included in 
the budget on account of their being .shown under other 
heads. 

Country Liquor.- estimate of noniial consump- 
tion in the State is 18,000 gallons of 20 U.P, liquor or om? 
pint of country liquor for every 10 persons living in tho 
State daring the year. Most of it was supplied as u.siuil 
by the local distillery contractor. Tho actual output of 
the distillery was 13,191 gallons out of which 207 gallons 
were of an improved brand. Kbairpur and Amritsar 
distilleries supplied 200 and 1250 gallons respectively of

sponuil .s])ioorl liquor, Tlio total amount consumed in tlio 
State was 14,611 gallons. 'I'lio output of tlie distillery 
decreased owing to an acute shortage of ingredients and 
bottles. Tile Still Head Duty for plain, spiced and special 
spiced country spirit was Es. 12/8, Rs. 14 and Rs. 20 
respectively. 

The maximum retail price of spiced spirit throughout

The plain variety was neither produced locally nor 
imported from outside. 

Foraign Zw/uor.-— The income derived from the auction 
of the eight P.L. hcences amounted to Rs. 4,100 (Rs. 8,250 
in 1943-44). Tlio decrease was due to the non-availahility 
of foreign liquors and beer. 

Opium . — The supply of Government opium from Ghazi- 
pur factory consists of 34 chests and this is insufficient for 
local reqiiiromeut.s of the State. Pifteen extra chests were, 
therefore, obtained from Keemuch factory like the previous 
year. Thus 49 chests in all were obtained during the year. 
This works out to about 18 seers per 10,000 of population. 
Tlu^ numbei- of opium shops was 85 and the retail price from 
Ist April to 31st July was Rs. 2 per tola and from 1st 
August onnurd, it was luisod to Es. 2-4 per tola on account 
of an hiomm'i in the vend rates in the Punjab. The total 
revenue from opium (duty and licence fee) was Rs, 3,51,681-4 
(Rs. 2,20,414 in 1943-44). 

Gltaras . — ^No charas was imported during the year. 

R/ianj.— -This drug is imported from Hoshiarpur under 
ponnit.s and half of the transport duty levied by the Punjab 
Government is refundable to the State. The total consump- 
tion in the State during the year was 618 mannds thirty 
seers (535 maiind.s in 1943-44) and the amount refunded 
came to Rs. 11,491-1 (Rs. 9,935-11-6 in 1943-44). 

To&«cco.— The State being a deficit area with regard to 
tobacco, meets its main demand by importing toWco from 
outside. One Inspector and two Sub*Inspeetors were em- 
ployed to look after the tobacco work as an experimental 
measure, 
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Uniformity with British India in rogar<1 to tarrif was 
strictly observed. During the year under re)) 03 “t. tlic riyht 
of collocting duty was not auctioned as was don<! in the 
year 1943-14, but collootions were arranged ijirough the 
lievenue Deparlnient. During tliis vwir, the eoile.e.t.ious 
amounted to lls. 1,71,305-6-9 as against Its. 70,000 (olh-eted 
through contrae-t in 1943-44. 

Snuff,—T\m management of the snuff contract was 
transferred to the Excise Department during the year 
1 943-44. The 8tate monopoly holders paid to the (ToVern- 
raent Rs. 66,000 as in the previous year. Out of the 
total receipts in this respect, Rs. 50,000 are annually trans- 
ferred to the Mosque Fund as a pemianent recurring grant. 

SaU-petre. — The contract for the manufacture of salt- 
petre w^as auctioned for Rs. 10,000. According to the 
agreement with the Grovernment of India, the residue earth 
salt after extracting the salt-petre was completely destroyed. 

Expenditure on the department for establislimeni and 
connected charges during the year was Rs. i. 33, 948. 

Appendix 13 gives the total excise prosecutions and 
convictions hr the last 5 years. The attention of the 
Judiciary has more then once been drawn to the need for 
greater expedition in the disposal of Excise cases.

The financial position of the Bank is satisfactory. The 
owned fimds are about 33% of the outfide tubilities. The 
Fluid Besources stand at B.s. 2,28,851 as against the 
’•equired sum of Bs, 1,20,210. The IkmU invested Bs. I, .50,000 
in the purchase of (lovernmeiit of India papiu's. Ilieso 
>iec!iirities were sold at par anti re-iiivcsted with the Btate 
'tovernment after adding on« lakh mare lo the above 
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amount. This loan of Rs. 250,000 to Bahawalpur Govern- 
ment IS for one year at Bosido.s, Rs.5.000 were in- 

vested in the National tSiiving C'ortidcates. 

The Bank helped the new Sale Societies with loans 
amounting to Rs. 3,65,000. l^his amoimt was fully re- 
covered during the year. The loans to ordinary Credit 
Societies included special items amounting to Rs. 6,600 ad- 
vanced to members at a nominal rate of only 1% for re- 
pairing houses damaged on account of excessive rains. 
Recoveries from the Primary Credit Societies during the 
year were Rs. 86, 024 (Rs. 25,389 principal and Rs. 60,636 
interest.) Recovery of interest relating to previous years 
is also being made and the amount of arrears which stood at 
Rs. 1,24,269 in 1943-44 was reduced to Rs. 76,167 at the 
close of the year under report. 

During the year 56 indebted Societies hilly paid up 
the entire interest due from them. This niunber includes 
15 Societies whi(ih paid up interest as well as principal 
due from them. Eighty-five Societies which were previously 
indebted to the Bank not only paid up their liabilities but 
also deposited during the vear a suiplus amounting to 
Rs. 60,796 into the Bank. This indicates definite improve- 
ment in the condition of these Societies,

COURT OF WARDS 

The two-Courta of Wards, fchc Revenue Minister and 
the Home Minister continued tlirougliout the year under 
report. The number of estate-s under the Revenue Minister 
wa.s eleven (6 in Bahawalpur District and 5 in the Rahimyar 
Khan District). Tlie Home Minister remained in charge 
of two Auqaf estates viz., Cliauhran and Ohulam Ali Shah 
estates. The total area of these estates at the close of the 
year was 46,072 acres. The total income was Rs. 2,69,099 
and the expenditure Rs. 1,25,601 (Rs. 2,14,305 and Rs. 
1,41,645 respectively in 1943-44), The total closing balance 
on the 1st April 1945 amounted to Rs. 3,62,887 of which 
Rs. 1,20,000 were invested in War Bonds and National 
Savings Certificateh. The particulars are given in appendix 
14. No fresh zemindari estate was taken under supervision 
during the year under report. 

Chachran Sharif Estate 

This is the mo.st Important Auqaf Estate and comprises 
nearly 25,000 acres of agricultural land. It is managed 
through a Madarul Maham with the necessary staff. During 
the year 1944-45, the income from all sources including 
nazrana was Rs. 1,90,108 (Rs. 1,12,897 in 1943-44). The 
exptmdituro during the year was Rs. 67,628 (Rs. 89,049 in 
1943-44). 



CHAPTER Xli 

PUBLIC IKSTBUUTION. 

'Jlie Department is admiiiisteied imdeT the ooiitrol ot 
the Minister for Education & Health, assisted by an Inspector 
of Schools, two Deputy Inspectors, one Personal ^sistiint 
to the Inspector of Schools and three Assistant Inspectors, 
One additional Assistant Inspector of Schools was appointed 
during the year under report to supervise the Arabic Schools. 

Steady progress was’ maintained during the year, but 
the activities of the Department continued to be handicapped 
from lack of building material and of the personnel required 
for expansion. 

The Mission School at Bahawalpur, the oldest institu- 
tion in the State, has been raisi^d to the status of a High 
School The Government has raisetl its annual grant- 
in-aid to Rs. 3,000 (Rs. 2,000 last year). 

The total number of students of both sexes attending 
the Government secular and religious schools as on 3lst 
March 1945 was 20,331 against 18,311 of the precedii^ 
year. In addition, 3,104 students were a,itending aided and 
iinaided private schools, vide appendices 1 5 and 15-A. 

On an assumefl population of 1 5 lakhs, there are 1,14,000 
children of school going age in the State (14% of the popu- 
lation) or approximately 57,000 hoys and 57,000 girls of 
whom 23,436 (21,962 last year) are at present attending 
either Government or private schools. The S-year pro- 
gi'amme of the Department (1947 to 1952) aims at providing 
accommodation for 50% of the boys and 10% of the 
girls or additional accommodation for 16,000 hoys and 4,700 
girls. 

Prhmrjf j&’ducafoow.—The total humber of students 
attending the primary classes in Govenimont schools at the 
close of the year was 15,071 (12,582 on ‘list Ahirch 1944). 
Of the 305 Government prhmiry schools, the numher located 
in permanent Government buildings 95 remained un- 
changed and the rest were located in temporary buildings 
offered by the zemindars. 
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Funcis WHi’c available for constructing 12 now sclioois 
in f.lio rimil areas, but owing to lack of material, it was 
not possible to utilize the amount. 

The Tminiiiff School f&r TeaeJters.—Thk institution 
was started towards the end of 194S and continued to work 
galihtactOTily. Us rapid pj:ogresH is handicapped by the 
dearth of pupil teachers and also to some extent by lack 
of accommodation. During the year, 15 J. V., and 15 
J.A.V. (against 10 ea(;h last year) teachers were trained. 
Hix graduate toJichers were also sent to colleges outside the 
8tato for B.T. coiu-se and four for special agricultural train- 
ing at Lyallpur with a view to imparting’^wan agricultural 
bias in certain selected middle schools in the rural areas 
where laud for a farm is available. 

Middle Schools. —The nmnbor of middle .schools remained 
unchanged at 13. Twelve of these schools have Government 
builings and one is housed in a rented building. The 
numlior of boys on roll was 2,043 (2,380 on 31st March 
1944). >Six hundred and eight students attended private 
and recognized schcK»ls. The total number of candidates 
who took the final middle school examination of the Depart- 
ment was 718 (568 in the previous year) and of this 67 
per cent, were successful. 

High 6'c/<oo^.— Including the Badiq Girlc-' High School, 
the number of High Schools reiiU5.iiie«.l unchanged at 9, with 
a total of 3,249 'students again.st 2,761 la,st year. Those 
figure, s include boys and girls attending the middle and 
primary <*laHscs at the High Schools, There are two 
aided ami foiu.' unaided High Scjhools with an attendance 
of 1,625 (1,590 last year). On the whole the High Schools 
have shown satisfactor}” result.H in Matriculation examina- 
tion, the average pass percentage of the year having been 
74 (the same percentage as in the previous year). 

Fetmle Edamtiou . — There are seven Goyernmont Girls 
Schools (5 last year) including the Sadiq Girls High 
School at Bahawalpiir which is the most important institution 
in the State and where 297 girls are being educated (260 
last year). The tichool has rapidly expanded and po^sses 
Bpacious play groumls and a fully equipped Hi^tel for 
outside students. Intermediate cla.sses liave been started 
as an exiMsrhaental measure. 

Besides, there are 17 aided and unaided girls schools 
with a total attendance of i,334 (1,110 in the preceding year.) 
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Arabic awl Religious Schools, — 'Tlw^re are tvTo kind^ of 
scliooh : — 

(а) Those aliiliato<l to the Jamia Ahbasm, atxd dfts«a ihod 
as “Moaddibs” and “Iiafif|-nl-Uliima” wluilj, uomsfiond

(б) The pvirely relipfious sdjools wlwsre education onlv 
in the Quran-i-Bharif is impartcth At one of these sehoofs 
in Bahawalpiir an experiment was made on a combined 
system of primary and Quranic education which has proved 
successful. As a'result of that a oomhined sylhibus is being 
extended to other schools as well. There are 08 siu*h 
Government schools {54 in the previous yewr) with a total of 
1,789 pupils ( 1,557 in the previous year). 

At the Jamia Abhasia with its affiliated ‘"Kafiq-ul- 
Ukma” and “Moaddibs”^ the number of pujnls fell from 
1,438 to 1,173. The Jamia Abhasia aims at imparting both 
spiritual and religious education side by side with secular 
education. A course of instruction in Yimaiii medicine is 
also given and English is taught its an additional .suhjeot. 
Eight boys passed the Itonours and High Proficiency Exam- 
ination of the Punjab University during the year. 

Semds . — The number of trained cubs and scouts on roll 
at the end of the year was 2,000 ( 1 ,700 last year) . A number 
of rallies were held during the year including one on the 
auspicious occasion of the marriage of /VV^ahad Bahadur. 

Physical Edumtmi.—Vhy^iG&l education is given special 
importance at middle and high schools and is being gradually 
introduced, in primary schools. 

TourmmeMs,~-Si!hLG State is divided for this puj-pose 
into tluree circles and participation is restricted to Gevern- 
ment and aided middle and high schools which compete 
with each other every year in hockey, footbaB, volley-ball 
and ^bbaddi. The tournament was held in November 
1944 and resulted in the hockey trophy being won by 
Bahawalnagar, football by BahawaJpur, voUoy ball by Ah- 
madpur East and Kabbaddi by Jamia Abbasia. Bahawal- 
nagar won the athletic championship also. 

Omernment Indu^rid School. — ^The school, which was 
c^ieaed in 1942, continued to make a steady progress. The 
Hinabar of students rose from 45 to 58.

The College maintains two hostels for junior and 
senior students providing aocoramodatum for 120 boiirdors. 
The number of boarders during the year under report wa» 1 10. 
The hostels are controlled by tbo Principal tlirough Ruper- 
intendents and day scholars are controlled byhhii through 
the Proctor. 

The College Convocation was held under the Prcsident- 
ship of Alimartabat Mr. (now Sir lliohard) Crofton and the 
Convocation Address was delivered by Dew'an Bahadur 
S. P. Singha, M.A,, LL.B., M.L.A., Kegikrar of the Ihmjah 
University. Four extension lectures were delivered during 
the year under report — three by 3)r. Kadi Hfissan of the 
Aliga-li Muslim Univorsity, and one by Professor U.C. 
Sharma, Convener of the Board of Studies in English, 
Univorsity of the Punjab, Tjahore. 

Two students were selected as members of the Uni- 
versity Football Eleven an<l one secured a distinguislied 
position in the AtWetic Meet of the Punjab University 
for his skill in Javelin Throw. 

Zdbrary . — The library contains 0,128 books and received 
an annual grant of Es. 1,000 with which 327 now books wore 
purchased. The library has a reading room which is sup- 
plied with newspapers and certain periodicals. 

In 1940, a Subordinate Engineering Class was opened 
to train local candidates for service as Overseers in the State 
Engineering Department. During the year under report, 
34 students received instruction. Fifteen passed out and
